Registration Progress 



Thanks to the University Facuhy's 
^Monday dccitioni the long-needed 
duinge in UK'i registration process 
will be forthcoming. 

Most of us now enrolled in the 
University will jiot benefit from the 
Faculty's ap|)rf)v;<I of j)re-regisfr;itif)n, 
of course. Kvcii so, the ;iholishing (A 
ihe (i«»Iiseuni (hiios will (t'lt.iiiilv re- 
lieve luiure generations ol !>iuclcni!> 
ol this mess of messes. 

The recommendation adopted Mon- 
day calls (or the establishment of a 
lyst^ of preclassification by the fall 
of 1959, "if possible." If the regiv 
trar's office is able to work out a prac- 
tical system of pre-chissiliration, stu- 
dents will sdiedwle thcii (lasses for 
next fall sonictinic bcfoie ilie end ol 
the upcoming semester, thus byjjassing 
the seemingly endless lines, unfore- 
seen aiid seemingly insolvable destruc- 
tion of "perfect schedule," the mass 
confusion of the Coliseum floor and 
most of the other fruttrat ions connec- 
ted with the |Mresent classification 
•system. 

Aside Irom doing away with a ( lassi- 
ti(ation and registration system out- 
moded years ago, the proposed sys- 
tem will, .believe, enable Univer- 
sity administraran.m^fliake better use 
of classroom sraeOBatierial and the 
[M'ofessori^^.sCaff. 
The^-^-and-miss schem^Hiig of 



multiple section classes has long been 
a major problem which will be solved 
when a pre-clastification and regiscn- 
tion plan goes into effect. 

If priority in the order of pre-classi- 
fication is given students with high 
academic standings, gocxl sttidents 
woidd not he pcnali/ed because they 
haj)pcn to have last names l)CKinning 
with letters at the bottom oi the 
registration order. 

As matters now stand, these students 
sometimes are excludcNi from classes 
in favor of poorer . students who, 
through no merit of their own, have 
last initials high on the alphabetic 
listings. Such a situation is grossly 
imlair and (onid be |)aiMlcssIv rcme- 
dietl il a(.tdemi( excclleiuc is given 
priority in the future j)rc-s( heduling' 
program. This is, we believe, an im- 
portant point to be considered in 
setting up the pre-classtfication system 
—one which should be made part of 
the new program. 

The University Faculty's adoption 
of the reconmiendation concerning 
pre-( lassilication and registration is 
to be connnended, as is its apj)roval 
of the mid-semester grading system 
proposal. 

The task of making both requests 
realities now rests with the registrar's 
office. We hope their job' Jt^ done 
swiftly and efficiently.
